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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. With regards to claims 1-21, the prior art of record fails to show or to suggest a method 
and apparatus for phase characterization of an optical signal under test comprising of all the steps 
and elements as presently claimed wherein the real and imaginary parts or the two orthogonal 
quadratures of the interference is measured, wherein the interference is of the optical signal 
under test interfered with two pulses of a sequence of optical pulses. 

3. With regards to claim 22, the prior art of record fails to show or to suggest a computer- 
readable medium, which when excecuted by a processor, perform a method of determining the 
phase characteristics of an optical signal under test combined with at least two pulses of a 
sequence of optical pulse comprising of all the steps as presently claimed wherein for each pulse 
of said at least two optical pulses of said sequence of optical pulses, and determining the phase of 
the claimed complex number for each of said pulses.
